For enlarging the Powers of the Commissioners for erecting 
a Harbour for Ships to the Eastward of Dunlearyt 
within the Port and Harbour of Dublin, now called 
“ The Royal Harbour of King George the Fourth.” 



an Act was passed in the Fifty-fifth year of the 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, 
“ An Act to authorize the appointment of Commissioners for erecting 
“ an Harbour for Ships to the Eastward of Dunkary, within the Port 
5 “ and Harbour of Dublin : ” 

And whereas another Act was passed in the Fifty-sixth year of the 
reign of his said late Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for erecting an 
“ Harbour for Ships to the Eastward of Dunleary, within the Port of 
“ Dublin:” 

j Q And whereas another Act was passed in the First year of the reign 
of His present Majesty King George the Fourth, to alter and amend 
the said Act passed in the Fifty-sixth year of his late Majesty, and to 
provide for the erection of a Western Pier to the said Harbour of 
Dunleaiy : 

15 A nd whereas it is expedient to make further regulations for the main- 
tenance of the said Harbour ; ©CE it tSmfore CEnattetl, by the KING’S 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia- 
ment assembled, and by the authority of the same, THAT it shall and 
20 may be lawful for the Harbour-master of the said Harbour for the time 
being, to remove or cause to be removed any timber in rafts or other- 
wise, floating or lying in or within any part of the said Harbour, where 
it shall appear to him that the same may in any manner obstruct or 
impede the navigation of ships and vessels within the said Harbour, or 
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do any injury or damage to such ships or vessels, or to any *0111 ; 
and also to remove or cause to be removed all wrecks, and all other 
obstructions and impediments to the said navigation, which may be from 
time to time within tlie said Harbour, the expense of removing which 
timber, wrecks, and other obstructions, shall be a lien and charge upon 5 
such timber, wrecks or wreck, or other matters or matter causing such 
obstruction or obstructions as aforesaid ; and in case such expense shall 
not be paid to the said harbour master within next after such 

removal, then the said harbour master for the time being, is hereby 
directed to report the same to the said Commissioners, and thereupon it 10 
shall and may be lawful to and for the said Commissioners to issue their 
warrant, empowering such harbour master to sell by public cant such 
timber, wrecks, or other matters, or any of them, or so much thereof as 
shall be sufBcient to pay the expense of removing the same as aforesaid, 

andsuchsaleby auction so made under such warrant, shall beagoodand 15 
valid sale toall intentsand purposes ; and after paying and defraying sue 
expense, the said harbour master shall return the overplus of the 
money arising by such sale, if any, to such person or persons as shall 
appear to be the owner or owners of such timber, wrecks, or other mat- 
ters respectively. 

and whereas very great injuries have been done to ships and vessels 
coming into and moored in the said Harbour, by wicked and evil- 
minded persons cutting away the buoys and buoy ropes from the 
anchors of such ships and vessels, and also the ropes and hawsers by 
wliich ships and vessels are moored and fastened to their anchors or 
otherwise within the said Harbour; and it also frequently happens, that 
when a vessel, through distress or other cause, slips or cuts her cable 
and leaves her anchor behind with a buoy fastened thereto, such buoy 
and the rope by which the same is festened are cut away for the pur- 
pose of preventing the owner of such anchor from finding the same, 30 
and the persons who cut away such buoy and buoy rope take private 
marks of the place where they find the same, so as to be able to know 
with certainty w here such anchor lies, and thereby to extort an extra- 
vagant reward for finding the same : And whereas the persons guilty of 
such nefarious practices frequently escape punishment, by reason of 35 
the masters and crews of such vessels being obliged to sail from Irdand, 
and being thereby prevented from attending the prosecution of such 
person by the ordinary course of law ; FOR Remedy whereof, and in 
order as effectually as possible to prevent such flagitious and dangerous 
ForpunHh- acts, BE it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for any of 40 
merit rf per- jjjg Majesty’s subjects whomsoever to seize and take into custody any 
[“‘yBioJf, person or persons not lawfully authorized so to do, wilfully cutting 
SSS' away any buoy or buoy rope from any anchor of any ship, lighter, 
Hirbour. ,,5535! or wlierry within the said Harbour, or from any anchor which 
may have been left in the said Harbour by any such ship, vessel, 
lighter or wherry, or wilfully cutting away any rope or hawser by which 
any such ship or vessel shall be fastened to her anchor, or otherwise 
moored or festened, or m any manner whatever casting loose or cutting 

away 
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away any such ship, lighter, vessel or wherry from its moorings^ or 
defacing or taking away any floating buoy or perch or known sea mark, 
and to bring such person or persons before the Commissioners for the 
execution of the said recited Acts and this Act; and that when any 
5 person guilty or accused of such offence shall be so or otherwise brought 
or shall be before the said Commissioners, it shall and may be lawful to 
and for the said Commissioners to examine into such charge on oath, 
and to hear the witnesses, if any, at either side, and if by such evi- 
dence or by confession they shall be satisfied of the truth of such charge, 
10 they shall declare such person to be guilty thereof, and shall order 
and adjudge the person or persons so guilty to be imprisoned in the 
house of correction, and there to be kept to hard labour for any space 
of time not exceeding and that whether any 

such person shall be so declared guilty or not, any boat or other vessel 
15 in which it shall appear, by evidence on oath before the said Commis- 
sioners, that any person or persons shall be, whilst cutting away such 
buoy rope or hawser as aforesaid, or whilst casting loose or cutting 
away any ship, vessel, lighter or wherry from its moorings, or whilst 
defacing or taking away any floating buoy or perch, or known sea 
20 mark, or aiding or assisting in any of the said offences, shall be abso- 
lutely forfeited, and shall and may be adjudged by them to he forfeited 
and to be sold, and the same shall be so sold accordingly, and such 
sale shall be good, valid and effectual in all respects, and the produce 
thereof shall and may be applied by and under the orders of the said 
25 Commissioners to the purposes of this Act and of the said Acts herein- 
before recited ; and that it shall and may be lawful to and for any 
person or persons who shall see any of the said offences comrhitted, to 
seize such boat or other vessel as aforesaid, and deliver the same to the 
said Commissioners, or their officer or officers, to be condemned and sold 
30 as aforesaid. 

And be it Enacted, That the Commissioners for tlie execution of the 
said recited Acts, shall be the Commissioners for the execution of this 
Act; and that all rights, powers and authorities given to or vested in 
the Commissioners by the said recited Acts or this Act, shall and may, 
35 save where it shall be otherwise expressly provided, be used, exercised 
and executed at any meeting whereat any or more of the said 

Commissioners shall be present ; and that every such meeting shall be 
deemed and taken to he a meeting of all the said Commissioners, and 
that the act of tlie majority of the said Commissioners so present at such 
meeting shall be deemed and taken to be the act of the said meeting, 
and of all the said Commissioners. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Com- 
missioners, and they are hereby authorized and empowered to grant 
licences to all row boats, sailing boats and wherries, which shall plyfor hire 
within the said Harbour ; and that all such row boats, sailing boats and 
wherries shall be numbered, and their nunjbers painted with conspicuous 
figures on some conspicuous part thereof respectively, and shall be 
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registered 6'y their numbers, and by the names of their respective 
owners, with the Commissioners of the said Harbour for the time being, 
the owner or owners of every such boat paying to the said Commissioners 
the sum of British currency for registering the same ; 

R.tc,ofP>r. and all such row boats, sailing boats and wherries, and the owners 5 

r... thereof, shall be regulated, bound and determined by such rates, tor the 

passage of any person or persons passing or repassing within the said 
Harbour, and for the carriage of any goods within the said Harbour, ^ 
the said Commissioners shall from time to time direct and appoint, by 
any rule or order which the said Commissioners shall think fit (and 10 
which they are hereby empowered to make), and also shall abide by, 
perform and fulfil all such other lawful rules and orders as the said Com- 
missioners shall make, relative to the conduct of the owners or managers 
of such row boats, sailing boats and wherries respectively, in plying 
wilhin the said Harbour, and which they are hereby empowered to 5 
make; and in case any person or persons whatsoever shall ply, use or 
employ any bdat for hire within the said Harbour, in the “ 

any person or persons, or goods, without being licensed so to do by the 
said Commissioners as aforesaid, and without such boat being numbered 
and registered as aforesaid, or shall demand, require or receive for the 
carriage of any such person or persons, or of any goods within the sal 
Harbour, any greater or larger hire or rate than such as shall be so 
from time to time directed and appointed as aforesaid, or shall be gntity 
of any breach or violation of any such rule or order as aforesaid, then 
and in any of the said cases such person or persons, or the 5 

owners of sncl, boat or wherry, and every of them respectively, shaU 
forfeit and pav such sum as the said Commissioners shall think fit, not 
exceeding ' British currency, for any one 

offence. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 30 
Commissioners for the execution of the said recited Acts and this Act, 
and they are hereby authorized and empowered to impose, levy, collect, 
take and recover, the Rates and Duties following; that is to say, For 
every ship or vessel, whether British or Foreign, entering into the said 
Harbour, from any port or place not situate in Great Britain or Ire- 35 
land, or departing from the said Harbour, bound to any port or place 
not situate in Great Britain or Ireland, any rate or duty not exceeding 
for each ton such ship or vessel shall contain , 
and for every ship or vessel entering the said Harbour from any port or 

place situate in Greer Britmn or /reterf, or departing from the said 40 

Harbour bound to any port or place in Great Britain or Ireland (such 
last-mentioned entry or departure not being the termination, continuance 
or commencement of a voyage) from or to a foreign port or place, 
a rate or duty not exceeding *or each ton ; t e 

said rates or duties to be paid by the master or owner, and to be paid 
for everv ship or vessel, whether laden or in ballast, entering the said 
Harbour, or departing therefrom, not having a receipt testifying t e pay- 
meiitofthesaid rates or duties; and the said rates or 
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settled by the said Commissioners, at a meeting held by them, shall be 
forthwith published in the Dublin Gazette, and shall commence and 
become payable from any day to be fixed by the said Commissioners 
present at such meeting, of which due notice shall in like manner be 
5 given ; and the said rates or duties shall be paid to the comptroller or 
collector of the Customs, or their deputies, or to such other person or 
persons as the said Commissioners shall appoint to receive and collect 
the same ; and the said rates or duties shall be raised levied and reco- 
vered in manner hereinafter mentioned, and when received and recovered, 
10 shall be applied by the said Commissioners to the future improvement 
repair and maintenance of the said Harbour, and the roads and accesses 
thereto, vested in the said Commissioners, and to the paying the salaries 
and allowances of the officers appointed by the said Commissioners in and 
for the said Harbour, and generally to the uses thereof, and to carry 
15 into effect this and the said former recited Acts, and to no other use or 
purpose whatsoever. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That for one arrival toge- 
ther with one departure of each ship or vessel at and from the said 
Harbour, only one tonnage rate or duty shall be due and payable for 
20 each vessel, whether such vessel shall have traded both inwards and 
outwards, or arrived or departed in ballast i and in case any ship or 
vessel having departed from the said Harbour, shall, from stress of weather 
or any other circumstances, put back and return to the said Harbour, 
such ship or vessel shall not be liable to or be charged with any rate or 
25 duty on her re-entering the said Harbour, not having proceeded on her 
intended voyage ; Provided also, that no ship or vessel solely employed 
in carrying passengers and their baggage shall be liable to be charged 
with any rate or duty imposed by this Act. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any owner master or other per- 
30 son having the command of any ship or vessel entering the said Harbour, 
and liable to the payment of any of the rates or duties by this Act autho- 
rized and empowered to be taken and collected respectively, shall refuse 
neglect or omit to pay the said rates or duties, or any part thereof, then 
and in every such case it shall and may be lawful for the harbour master 
of the said Harbour to seize and detain the ship or vessel in respect of 
which such rale or duty shall be payable, either before she shall quit the 
Harbour where the same shall become payable, or at any other port she 
may arrive at, or on her again returning thereto, and to detain such ship 
or vessel, and to seize and distrain the same, with her furniture, apparel, 
tackle and stores, and also any goods wares or merchandize in and on 
board such ship or vessel, and detain the same until the said rate or duty, 
and the costs of such seizure and distress, shall be fully paid ; and in case 
the same shall not be paid within days, the said ship or 

vessel, or so much as shall be necessary of her stores, or of the goods 
wares or merchandize so seized, shall and may be sold by public auction, 
for the payment thereof, rendering the overplus, if any, to tlie owner or 
owners, or other person entitled thereto on demand. 
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And be it further Enacted, That the tonnage or admeasurement of all 
ships and vessels required to be registered an d liable to the payment of 
any of the rates or duties by this Act authorized to be taken and col> 
lected on any ships or vessel^ shall be ascertained according to the 
certified tonnage in the Ship’s Register; and the master or other person 5 
having or exercising the command of any ship or vessel for the time 
being, is hereby required to produce the certificate of registry of such 
vessel at the time of the payment of the said rates and duties to the 
person or persons who shall be duly authorized to collect and receive 
the same in the said Harbour ; and in respect of the tonnage of any ship 
or vessel not required to be registered, or of any foreign ship or vessel, 
then the tomjage of every such ship or vessel shall be taken and ascer- 
tained by the certificate of the proper officer of His Majesty’s Customs, 
of the tonnage duty payable to His Majesty. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any owner, master or other person j g 
having the charge or command of any ship or vessel within the said 
Hai’bour, shall, when required, refuse to produce the register of his ship 
or vessel to the person or persons authorized to collect the rates and 
duties by this Act imposed, or shall not permit him or them to inspect 
and make extracts therefrom, or if any owner, master, or other officer 20 
of any such ship or vessel, or any other person whosoever, shall oli^truct 
or hinder any such person or persons, or any other person or persons 
employed by the said Commissioners in admeasuring any ship or vessel 
in pursuatKe of this Act, in order to ascertain the rates and duties by this 
Act payable on such ship or vessel, every person so offending shall for 
every such offence forfeit the sum of British sterling, 

to be recovered levied and disposed of in manner hereinafter mentioned. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any owner, master or commander 
of any ship or vessel, subject to the payment of any the rates or duties 
by this Actauthorized to be levied or raised, shall at any time elude or 
avoid payment of any such rates or duties by any method whatsoever, 
such owner, master or commander shall forfeit and pay for every such 
offence, a sura equal to double the amount of the rate or duty eluded or 
avoitted, which such ship or vessel would be subject to by virtue or in 
pursuance of this Act, and shall also stand charged with and liable to the gg 
payment of the said rates and duties. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 
said Commissioners, and they are hereby authorized and empowered from 
dine to time to appoint a fit and proper place, or fit and proper places, 
either afloat or on shore within the said Harbour, where all gunpowder 
shall or may be left or deposited, which shall be on board of any ship or 
vessel, lighter, barge, boat or other craft, that shall unload or discharge 
her cargo, or any part thereof, in the said Harbour, or on the quays or 
wjiacfs thereof, or come into the said Harbour for that purpose, or that 
shall be repaired or wait, or be in the said Harbour for the purpose of 
being repaired, or whose master or commander for the time being shall 

for 
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for any reason whatsoever be duly required l>y the said Commissioners 
or their harbour master, to leave and deposit in any such place so ap- 
pointed, any gunpowder which may be then on board of such ship or 
vessel ; and also to appoint fit and proper persons at the said Harbour to 
g take in and receive, and also to give and deliver out all such gunpowder, 
and upon taking in thereof to give a receipt or receipts for the same ; and 
every owner, master or other person having the charge or command of 
any ship or vessel, lighter, barge, boat or other craft, which shall at any 
time be in the said Harbour, shall, when thereunto required by the har- 
10 bour master of the said Harbour for the time being, or other person or 
persons authorized in that behalf by the Commissioners hereby appointed, 
leave and deposit, or cause to be left and deposited, at such place or places 
as shall be so appointed for the purpose as aforesaid, all gunpowder on 
board of any such ship or vessel, lighter, barge, boat or other craft so 

1 ^ being in the said Harbour, and shall sign a declaration in writing under 

his hand of his having so done, and that neither he or any other person 
or persons to his knowledge or belief have any gunpowder then on board 
of such ship or vessel, lighter, barge, boat or other craft ; and it shall be 
lawful for the harbour master of the said Harbour for the time being, or 
20 any other person or persons to be authorized in that beiialf by the said 
Commissioners, and also for any person or persons in the aid or assist- 
ance of the said harbour master, or of such person or persons autho- 
rized as aforesaid, to go on board of any ship, vessel, lighter, barge, 
boat or other craft which shall be in the said Harbour, and to remove 
25 all gunpowder therefrom, and to leave and deposit the same in such 
place or places as aforesaid ; and every such person so to be appointed 
shall be accountable to the owner or owners of all such gunpowder for 
the same, and shall, upon demand, when such ship or vessel, lifter, 
barge, boat or other craft, is ready to depart from the said Harbom-, 
20 deliver such gunpowder to the owner or owners thereof, or to tlie owner, 
master or other person having the charge or command of the ship or 
vessel, lighter, barge, boat or other craft, from which such gunpowder 
shall have been received, on being paid such reasonable sum for ware- 
house room, in proportion to the quantity of such gunpowder, and the 

2 j time for which the same shall have been kept, as shall be ascertained and 

fiiced by the said Comnussioners and every owner, mast^ or other person 
having the charge or command of any such ship or vessel, lighter, barge, 
boat or other craft in the said Harbour, having on board thereof 
any gunpowder, who shall not, when thereunto required as aforesaid, 
^0 leave or deposit, or cause to be left or deposited, all such gunpowder 
at such plnce or places as aforesaid, or who shall refuse to sign such 
declaration as aforesaid, or who at the time of such declaration being 
signed, shall have any gunpowder on board, shall forf^t and pay for 
every such oftence any sum uot exceeding 

British currency ; and every owner, master or other person having the 
charge or command of any such ship or vessel, lighter, barge, boat or 
other craft in, the said Harbour, or other person or persons who shall 
refose to permit or shall not permit the said harbour master, or sueli 
270. other 
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other person or persons authorized as aforesaid, to enter and come into 
such ship or vessel, lighter, barge, boat or other craft, and make a due 
and proper search for the purposes aforesaid, or shall obstruct or hinder 
any such search examination or removal, shall forfeit and pay for every 
such offence, any sum not exceeding British currency. 5 
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And be it further Enacted, That no pitch, tar, rosin, hemp, flax, 
faggots, furze, brandy or other spirituous liquor, turpentine, oil, straw, 
hay, tallow, grease or other combustible matter of any kind, shall be or 
remain on the piers quays or wharfs of the said Harbour, or any part 
thereof, for above the space of hours together, after 10 

passing the Custom-house officers, and the owner or consignee of 
such goods matters and things respectively, if on any of the said piers 
quays or wharfs, shall and they are hereby required to cause the 
same to be watched and guarded by one or more sober careful and 
discreet person or persons, to be approved by the said harbour master 15 
for the tiraff being of the said Harbour, or to cause such goods 
matters or things to be deposited during the night-time, for such and so 
many hours according to the season of the year, and in such conspi- 
cuous place in or near the said Harbour as the said harbour-master for 
the time being shall from time to time direct, the expense of which de- 20 
positing guarding and watching shall be borne and defrayed by the 
owner or consignee of any such goods matters or things; and every 
owner or consignee of any such goods matters or things who shall 
neglect so to deposit watch or guard, or cause to be deposited watched 
or guarded, any such article or matter as aforesaid, or shall refuse to 25 
pay such expense of guarding and watching as aforesaid, when thereunto 
required, shall for every such otfeuce forfeit and pay a sum not exceed- 
ing British sterling; and the owner or consignee of 

any such goods matters or things shall for each and every hour which 
the same shall remain on such piers quays or wharfs respectively, 30 
beyond the space of hours as aforesaid, forfeit and pay any 

sum not exceeding British currency. 



Cannon And be it further Enacted, That no cannon or cannons, musket or 

Gun* or Fire muskets, or Other fire arms, shall, from and after the expiration of 
be™tofF days next after the passing of this Act be fired or discharged 35 

HwiMun* id the said Harbour, or on the piers, wharfs or quays thereof, save and 
except a signal gun in case of distress ; and tliat the commander or 
other person having for the time being the charge of any ship, vessel, 
lighter, barge, boat or other craft, on board of which any cannon, 
musket or other fire arms shall be fired or discharged in the said Har- 40 
bour, save as aforesaid, and every other person firing or discharging 
any such cannon, musket or any other fire arms or fire arm, shall forfeit 
and pay respectively for every such ofience, any sum not exceeding 
British sterling : Provided always, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent or be construed to prevent the discharging 
of fire arms on board of any ship vessel or boat belonging to or in the 

employment 
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employment of His Majesty, His Heirs or Successors, or to prevent the 
discharging of fire arms by any person or persons in the lawful defence 
of his or their property. 

And be it further Enacted, That no ship or vessel, lighter, barge, boat 
5 or other craft whatever, shall be graved or breamed afloat in the said Har- 
bour, or at any other place or places on shore, within the said Harbour, 
or at any other time than as shall be ordered or directed by the harbour 
master of the said Harbour for the time being; but every ship, vessel, 
lighter, barge, boat or other craft, shall be graved or breamed at such 
10 place and time only as shall be so directed, upon pain that every person 
offending therein shall for, every such offence forfeit and pay any sum 
not exceeding . British sterling. 

And be it further Enacted, That every master, mate, pilot or other 
person having the command charge or care for the time being of any 
1 5 sliip or other vessel, lighter, barge, boat or other craft, entering into, or 
lying and being in the said Harbour, who shall, by any neglect or mis- 
management thereof, damage any of the present or future piers, quays, 
walls, wharfs, cranes or other works, of or belonging to the said 
Harbour, or belonging to or vested in the said Commissioners, shall pay 
20 for and make good all such damage, and the amount of all such damage 
shall be recoverable in the name of the harbour master of the said 
Harbour for the time being in a summary way, before any one or more 
.lustice or Justices of the peace of and for the county or city of Dublin, 
and the Justice or Justices aforesaid are hereby respectively authorized 
25 and empowered to summon such master or other person so doinir 
such damage as aforesaid, and to hear and determine the same and 
ascertain such damage; and if judgment shall, by the person or persons 
so hearing such complaint, be given against such master or other person 
then it shall be lawful for the said Justice or Justices before whom such 
30 complaint shall be heard, and he and they is and are hereby authorized 
by warrant under his or their band and seal, or hands and seals, to levy 
or cause to be levied the sum or sums to be awarded by him or them 
as the amount of such damage, and for that purpose to seize and 
distrain the ship or other vessel, lighter, boat, barge or other craft 
35 doing such damage as aforesaid, and all tackle, apparel and furniture 
thereto belonging, or any part thereof, and the same to detain until the 
sum of money so awarded shall be paid ; and in case the same shall 
not be paid for the space of after any distress 

or distresses so taken, then it shall be lawful to sell the same, or such 
40 of the stores, articles or things belonging to the same, as may be suf- 
ficient in value, and therewith to pay and satisfy the money so awarded, 
together with the reasonable costs and charges of taking keeping and 
selling the same, rendering the overplus (if any) to the master, or°other 
person entitled thereto, on demand ; and in case the money cannot be 
levied as aforesaid, then by warrant to cause the body of such master 
or other person so offending as aforesaid, to be committed to or con- 
fined in the common gaol or house of correction of the county of 
270- C Dubin, 
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Dublin, for any time not exceeding calendar months, unless 

the sum of money so awarded shall be sooner paid ; and tlie same, when 
levied in manner aforesaid, shall go and be paid to the said Commis- 
sioners, to be applied to the repairing such damage, or to the purposes 
of the said Harbour; provided that nothing herein contained shall 5 
extend to enable the recovery of any such wilful or negligent damage as 
aforesaid in a summary way, in any case where such damage shall 
amount to more than but in all cases where such damage 

shall amount to more than the same shall be 

recovered in the name of the said Commissioners, or of the harbour 10 
master of the said Harbour for the time being, by civil bill before the 
recorder of Dublin, or the chairman of Kilmainham, together with the 
costs, and with such execution as aforesaid, under the warrant or warrants 
of such Judge respectively. 



Perfons not to And be it further Enacted, That no person shall at any time dis- ^ ^ 
‘iLna'lK-r charge or lay 'any timber into or in the said Harbour, without having 
previously obtained for that purpose the consent in writing of the 
harbour master of the said Harbour for the time being, on pain of for- 
feiting the sum of British sterling, and also

fastened, every such person shall for every such offence forfeit and pay 40 
any sum not exceeding British currency, and 

shall also pay all the damages thereby occasioned ; and the said penalty 
shall and may be recovered before any Justice of the peace for the said 
county of Dublin, and the said damages shall be ascertained and 
adjudged by the Justice of the peace before whom such offeuce shall

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contained shall hinder or prevent the harbour master of the said 
Harbour for the time being from exercising any of the powers or 
authorities hereby or by any other Act or Acts in him vested. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for tlie

boats warps and anchors, and other means as may appear to them 
necessary, for assisting ships and vessels in distress, and also for warping ships, 
ships, vessels, barges, lighters or other craft, into or out of the said 
Harbour; and in order that the entrance of the said Harbour may be 
1 0 at all times kept open and clear for the safely and accommodation of His 
Majesty’s packets, and all other ships and vessels entering into or depart-

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the commif- 
said Commissioners to appoint fit and proper persons to act as Constables 
or officer or officers of the peace »ithin the said Harbour, as well aSoat J””' 

as on shore, and upon all the piers, quays, works, yards and storehouses for Harbour, 
thereof, for the duly enforcing all rules, regulations and orders relating 
to the said Harbouq or vessels and persons resorting thereto, (excepting 
to persons and vessels actually under quarantine within the said Harbour) 
and for the preservation of tbe said Harbour and roads, and the works 
thereof, and in all matters relating thereto, and to the preservation of 
the peace and good order, and the prevention of damage or accidents 
within the same, and from time to time to dismiss any person or persons 
so to he appointed, and to appoint another or others in their room or 
stead to act as a constable or constables, officer or officers of tbe peace :

Which Oath any one of His Majesty’s Justices of the peace for the 1 0 
county or city of Dublin, or any Commissioner acting in the execution 
of this Act, is hereby authorized and empowered to administer on 
application made for that purpose ; and thereupon every such person 
so taking the said oath, shall within the said limits have all the powers 
of a constable, and shall be a constable to all intents and purposes. 



And be it further Enacted, That the said constables or peace officers 
to be appointed as aforesaid, shall and may apprehend and detain, or

and keep the same in some place of safety ; and every such constable 
or peace officer so apprehending or detaining any such person or persons 
shall (as soon as conveniently may be) convey, or cause such person or 
persons so apprehended to be conveyed, before any one or more Justice 
or Justices of the peace.

And be it further Enacted, That all penalties and forfeitures im- 
posed by this Act, or by any bye-law or ordinance of the said Commis-

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also have full powei- and authority to deal with ail offenders according 
to law and shall have full and entire jurisdiction over the said Harbour 
in all things relating to the exercise of their said office of Justices of the 
peace.

And be it further Enacted, That every penalty and forfeiture to be 
incurred under the provisions of this Act, the levying and recovery 
whereof is not particularly hereinbefore directed, shall and may be reco- 
vered on the conviction of the offender, by the oath of one credible wit- 
ness, or on his own confession before the Commissioners for the execution |q 
of this Act, or any three of them, or before any one Justice of the peace 
for the county or county of the city of Dublin, or any one of the police 
Magistrates of Dublin metropolis, and every such fine penalty and/or- 
feiture shall and may, in case of non-payment thereof, be levied by dis- 
tress and sale of the goods and effects of the offender or offenders, or if , ^ 
such penalty shall be incurred by or in the care direction or management 
of any ship or vessel whatsoever, then by distress and sale of such ship 
or vessel, or of any of her tackle or appurtenances whatsoever, by war-
